that the United States retain the islands, as her interests will 
be safer in American than in Spanish bonds.

President McKinley's desire ever since he assumed the presi- 
dency to extend our commerce to every part of the world. 
The piesent is an opportunity to further that desire that 
.might not again present itself during the life of the nation. 
Accordingly the commissioners to the Paris conference.will be 
instructed to'insist upon the cession of the entire island of 
Luzon, if not the entire group, to the United States. 
If the 


right to possess them by virtue of conquest is denied it will 
be insisted upon as a just indemnity for the cost of the war 
into which this country was forced by the acts of Spain.

GAME LAW 
CHANGED BY THE 


REVISERS 


Section Now Puts a Ban On Any Boat 


When Used Outside of the Natural 
Caves 
and 
Defines 
a 
"Sneak 


Boat" Clearly-Fish 
In 
Rock 


County. 
Some important changes were made 


in the game laws when the statutes 
•were revised. 
Under the law as It 


now stands, a "sneak boat" Is clearly 
defined, and the use of any boat in the 
pursuit of ducks in the open air is 
prohibited. 


The law now allows all fish, except 


trout; to be caught in Lake Koshkon- 
ong, Book and Sugar rivers, with hook 
and line, at any time. 


A provision in the law also declares 


any article—such as nets, spring guns, 
boats, etc.,-when used illegally, pub- 
lic nuisances, and authorizes their 
confiscation and destruction. 


The chapter referring to fishing in 


the waters of Bock oounty, and the 
"sneak bo»t" section, are as follows: 


Fish in Bock County, 


No closed season where—Section 


4563. It shall be lawful to take or 
catoh »ny kind of flsh, except trout, 
In the wa'-ers of the 
Pecatonica and 


Fever rivers in Iowa and Lafayette 
conaties, in the Sugar liver in Green 
county and from Koshkcnong lake 
and Rock river in Boek, Dane acd 
Jefferson counties and from Orawauh 
river in Jefferson oounty, with a hook 
and line at an/ time. 


How to Hunt Ducks. 


Prohibited methods of 
hunting— 


Section 4563. Any person who shall 
nee, in the pursuit of any wild duclr. 
goose, brant or other aquatic bird, 
upon the waters of this state any 
eneak boat, or boat propelled by an 
oar or oars operated from the stern of 
•uch boat, or any sail boat or boat 
propelled by steam, naplha, electric 
or other engine or machinery, or any 
battery, sink box or similar device, or 
any boat except a row or paddle boat 
propelled by an oar or oars operated 
from the side or sides of. such boat, or 
who shall kill or attempt to kill or 
to pursue, while occupying or naing 
any boat box or other device outside 
or beyond ihe natural covering of 
reeds, grass or other 
vegetation 


growing above water,'any wild goose, 
dnck brant or other aquatic bird, or 
who shall construct or use 
purpose of hunting, outside 
natural covering, or upon 
any fixed or artificial blind 
bush shall be punished by a 
cot lees than ten dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars, or by Imprisonment 
in the conuly 
jail not more than 


thirty days or by botb fine and im- 
prisonment.

Men «nJ Officers Will Be Subjected to 


A Strict Physical Examination So 
As to Facilitate the Settlement Of 
Future Claims For Pensions—Rules 
To Be Observed. 
Adjutant General Corbin has issued 


an order governing the mustering out 
of volunteers. 
It goes into the duties 


of offijtrs in detail. 
The following

Only officers of the regular army 


will be detailed by the war department 
to muster out troops. 


To avoid expense to the government 


and hardships and annoyances to indi- 
viduals cocc;rned, by unavoidable de- 
lay that will .oconr in the final pay- 
ment of officers and enlisted men ab- 
sent from their commands on muster 
duty, commanding officers will make 
every effort to efface the return cf all 
absentees and detachments prior to 
muster out of the organization. 


^Officers who at any time were re- 


sponsible f jr publie property of any 
description must obtain certificates of 
non-indebtedness 
before their final 


payment can be made. 
0111 ;ers who 


have not at any time been responsible 
fo: public prope-ty will be required to 
furnish the mustering officer 
with 


their afiiiavits to that eflee;. 


All officers will be held to a strict 


accountability for the discipline cf 
their commands and the preservation 
of public property. 
Mustering offiaers 


are empowered to 
prefer charges 


against officara who neglect in any 
manner to take the proper measures 
to insure the government against loss 
Of property or to keep their cooacnande 
together under proper discipline. The 
supply departments of the army will 
continue to furnish organizations with 
needful supplies until date of final 
payment and discharge. 


All persons borne on the muster ia 


and on all other muster rolls, and all 
who have JDiiied or belonged to the 
organization at any time since its mut- 
ter in, must be accounted for on the 
muster out roll, which is required to 
be a complete record of all the officers 
and men who ever belonged to the or- 
ganization.

Then Con- 
gressman Fowler occupied the platform 
for half an hour with a defense of the 
gold standard. 


BASEBALL REPORT. 


Game« Played Yesterday la the Various 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 15.—Ex-Congress- 


man Towne, chairman of the silver re- 
publican national committee, called tbe 
monetary conference to order Wednes- 
day. 


M. L. Crawford, who was to have 


spoken for the gold standard Tuesday, 
but did not reach Omaha in time, read 
his paper. Jlr. Crawford said in part: 


"Fairly stated, the question to be 


first determined is this: 
Shall this 


country maintain the single gold stand- 
ard, using at the same tir.ie as much 
silver in our currency as the necessi- 
ties of business and the convenience of 
the people require, or shall 'we adopt 
the single silver standard and drive 
gold from our monetary system? The 
real issue, therefore, is between a sin- 
gle gold standard, with silver as a sub- 
sidiary coin, and a single silver stand- 
ard, with gold a= a commodity. 
"We 


must take one or the other or abandon 
a metallic currency altogether. 
When 


the advocates of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at an arbitrary ratio 
fixed by law point to a single instance 
in the history of modern times where 
gold and silver ever kept company 
with each other except on the inflex- 
ible rule of equality in value it will be 
time enough to ask and expect the 
people of- this country to discard the 
lesson learned from the experience of 
all mankind and accept their financial 
thgories." 


• At the close of Mr. Crawford's ad- 
dress Chairman Towne called Senator 
•Allen of Nebraska to the" chair and pro- 
ceeded to deliver the address assigned 
to him on the programme. Mr. Allen, 
on taking the chair, spoke briefly in 
behalf of the silver contention. 
He 


said: 
"I cannot conceive how a man 


can be a gold monometallist who wants 
justice and wants to see men enjoy the 
fruits of their labors. If a man desires 
to see a small volume of money and 
the resultant spoliation of business by 


• the creditor class I can understand why 


he will defend the gold standard. 
I 


•wish this debate could be repeated in 
every city, village and hamlet in the 
country; but to me it is hard to con- 
ceive that there should he any con- 
troversy over what constitutes money. 
Money is a creation of law, and this hao 
been the doctrine of all authorities on 
finance from Aristotle to the present 
day." 


Mr. Towne said in part: 
"Whatever else money may l>e de- 


fined to he, it is purchasing power. Re- 
ferred to a particular commodity, this 
purchasing power expresses itself 
as 


the price of that commodity. But the 
purchasing power of money extends to 
all commodities. 
It can therefore be 


truly expressed only by reference to all 
commodities. In other words, the pur- 
chasing power of money is indefinable 
except in terms of average prices. Mon- 
cmetallists take the baalc-cotniter view, 
the mere 
physical 
simplicity view, 


while bimetallists take the other—that 
of the essential meaning of money as 
measuring other things, with its ulti- 
mate and intimate ethical and social 
significances. Stability of vaUie, or the 
nearest practicable approach to it, is 
the test of goodness in money. 


"The 
indisputable and 
portentous 


fact of the tremendous appreciation of 
gold is the central point of this great 
controversy. 
Rightly apprehended, it 


Is alone absolutely destructive of all 
claims on the part of the gold standard 
to be considered a satisfactory money 
Byetem. Any such claim is confronted 
•with the insuperable fact tha.t during 
the existence of that system it has 
given the gold-using world a most un- 
stable measure of value, one that has 
nearly doubled in twenty-five years. 
The gold standard 
and 
permanently 


higher prices are impossible compan- 
ions. The continuance of that system 
means a continued increase in the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar and, which 
Is identically the same thing, a pro- 
tracted fall of general prices." 


Ex-Senator Carey of Wyoming fol- 


lowed Mr. Towne in advocacy of gold 
as the monetary standard. Mr. Carey, 
among other things, said: 
"The gold 


standard is the standard of the United 
States; it in truth is the standard of 
the world. In the few countries where 
it has not 'been so made by positive en- 
actment it is there no less the stand- 
ard than if it was made so by written 
law. 
The further we make inquiry 


•with reference to the standards 
of 


money I believe the more firmly con- 
vinced we will be that a law of nature 
has determined the value of gold as tbe 
money standard."

ex-congressman, 


nnd Congressman C. N. Fowler of Eliz- 
abeth, N. J. Williams was the first to 
speak.

Appalling Loss of Life 
Also Reported 


to HSITO lleea Caused by a Hurricane 
In Barbadoea—Tidul Wave Sireepn the 
Island of St. Lucia. 


St. Thomas, 
Danish West Indies, 


Sept.. 15.—A boat from the island of 
St. Vincent, 100 miles weat of Barba- 
does. arrived Wednesday at the island 
of Grenada and reports that St. Vin- 
cent has experienced the most violent 
and destructive cyclone ever known 
there. 
Kingston, the capital of St. 


Vincent, is totally destroyed. 
It is 


estimated that 300 lives have been lest 
in that island, and that 20,000 people 
are homeless. The bodies of the dead 
are being buried in trenches. Thous- 
ands are starving or being fed at the 
public expense. 


The amount of property destroyed in 


St. Vincent canncfl yet be estimate'd. 
Every small house is down and many 
large ones have been destroyed. The 
demolished buildings include churches, 
stores and almost all the estate build- 
ings. Three large ships are ashore on 
the Windward coast, and many smaller 
vessels are stranded. 


No information is obtainable here 


as to the results of the threatened 
hurricane of Saturday night last. Com- 
munication is cut off and the worst is 
feared. 


According to the latest reports from 


St. Lucia the storm which broke upon 
the island Sunday night developed al- 
most unprecedented velocity, being ac- 
companied by a tidal wave and tre- 
mendous rains. 
Numerous landslides 


were caused and many houses, bridges 
and cocoa estates have been destroyed. 


Guadaloupe, the French island in the 


Leeward group, has experienced very 
heavy weather. 
Nineteen deaths are 


reported and there have been destruc- 
tive landslides. 


Hurricane Sweeps the lliirbndoeti. 
London, Sept. 15.—Advices have been 


received here saying that a terrible 
hurricane has swept over Barbadoes, 
in the Windward group of the Lesser 
Antilles. 
Two hundred persons have
